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OUR DOMINION 

By LIEUT.-COLONEL TAYLOR 

We celebrate to-day the fifty-ninth anniversary 
of the date on which the British North America 
Act became 'operative, and the four Provinces, 
tipper and Lower Canada (now Ontario and 
Quebec), Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, be- 
came a great federal Union to be known as the 
Somlnlon of Canada, other Provinces coming 
In at a later date. The name "Dominion" was 
suggested by a verse of Scripture (Zech. 9'.10>, 
"His dominion shall be from sea even to sea, 
and from the river even to the ends of the 
earth." 

As we look back over the years, have we not 
reason to be thankful that there were men who, 
notwithstanding their differencBS In race, ra- 
llgion and party, were men of vision, and were 
big enough to get together and formulate a 
plan which would enable all the Provinces to 
Co 'Operate with a common purpose? Truly, they 
wrought better than thev knew, and to-day we 
honor the memory of those men, known as the 
"Fathers of Confederation." 

What a heritage we have In this great 
DomlntonI Whether we are Canadians by birth 
or Canadians toy adoption, are we not Justly 
proud of the land in which we liveT Think 
of Its great natural resources! What a wealth 
there Is In its forests. Its wonderful waterways 
and waterfalls, which will In time be doing 
for the whole country what Niagara Is now 
doing for Ontario. Think ot its fisheries. Its 
vast coal fleids, and Its mineral wealth. Think 
of the great stretch of prairie lands In the 
West, now covered with waving wheat, and the 
splendid agricultural areas of Ontario, Quebec 
and the Maritime Provinces. Then think about 
the grandeur of its scenery, unsurpassed and 
perhaps unequalled in any part of the world.

Argentine Prison, Reatored to 

Parents in Scotland 

The cry of a broken heart Is stiffl- 
cient to set The Army's machinery 
going at top speed In as many coun- 
tries as the particular case demands. 
The following most Interesting story 
conflrms this statement: A year ago 
a letter arrived at the South America 
fRast) TerrltorlHl Headqnarters from 
Scotland. A mother and father were 
in great distress ovbj' iliiaii' sou, Beven- 
leen years of age, who twelve montlts 
previously bad left his home to seot 
employment In the Argentine. 

Soon he got Into had company, 
yielded to temptation to steal a large 
sum of imoziey from hie employer, and 
Id consequence received a long sen- 
tence of Imprisonment. So ashamed 
was he at his downfall that he wrote 
to his parents to the effect that he 
would not serve his full term, but at 
tbe first opportunity would end hie 
life.

An Army OScer TtBlfet! the boy t 
prison and found him detormtoed 
never to face his parents again. The 
judge was next called upon, and as 
the sentence, fortunately, had not 
been ratified, he promised that If The 
Army would be responsible tor the 
young prisoner he, the Judge, would 
at once grant an order tor his release. 
The lad was left to reflect for a 
itiOiitii or two, at the ©Qu of which 
time he was found to be utterly chang- 
ed — sick of prison and longing for 
liberty and homo. Again the Officer 
set to work on the lad's behalf, and 
by the help of the British Ooastil 
secured for htm the promise of a trse 
passage home. 

When circumstances were explatnsd 
to the captain of a tramp steamer, 
he offered, for the aabe of the lad's 
mother, to give him a job on his ship 
and pay him well. The boat did not 
sail for Europe for another month, 
and then it left from Babla Blanca, a 
port six hundred miles distant. An 
Offloer accompnnled the lad, who was 
released immediately application was 
made to Ihe Judge, and now he In 
safely at home again In "bonnle Scot- 
land"',, with his overjoyed parents.

He was a man of only ordinary 
ability, but he was fired with a vision 
of the world's needs; he was em- 
powered with God's Spirit to labor for 
the world's Salvation. But he has 



gone before; in 1012 he laid down his 
sword. Tnere are thousands of people 
who have never heai'd his voice, but 
his spirit goes marching on, and that 
sword which he laid down we must 
take up, grasp it more firmly and 
continue to cai'ry on the work he 
started and extend the Kingdom of 
Jesu.s Christ. l,et us seek tn win tn 
His feet ynung and old, people of all 
classes, and then the blessing of God 
will be upon us and by and by we 
shall meet them again in that Land 
where parting shall he no more. They 
will come from the east, west, north 



and south. They will come from 
China; and it was the dying wish of 
our Founder that The Army should 
commence operations in that country. 
They will come marching in from all 
round the world, and together we will 
praise God around His throne. You 
must be there. The restored back- 
slider must be there. Those who are 
now outside the Fold must be there. 
Those who, perhaps, have lost their 
first love, tucy i .jst be there.- As we 
commemorate founder's day let us 
dctlicate our lives afreFih tn God and 
to the Salvation of the world. Let us 
go on and never lay down the sword 
until the Lord says, as he did to 
General William Booth, "It is enough, 
come up highei'.'^

BY THE FOUNDER 



^RUDENCE had been explained as "wisdom applied to practice," 
that is "going on," "working," "pTogreasing," but doing so 
wisely. In other words — practical wisdom. You will perceive 

that this definition consists of two divisions. There is, first, practice 

— the doing something; and secondly, there is the doing of that — 

whatever it is — in the wisest way. 

Now there are no considerations of prudence that will relieve 

a man from doing the duty he owes to God and man. We have 

found out what our duty is. We have to serve God and save the 

world. That is settled. It has 

been written down for us in the 

Bible; it has been written in our 

hearty by the Holy Ghost. 
WE MUST FIGHTl 
It is settled, also, that this duty 

means to us — as it did to our 

Master — ^persecution, and hatred, 

and sorrow, and grief, and shame; 

in short, the cross. There is no 

escape, there is no deliverance; 

and we don't ask for any. We 

must fight — whatever the odds. 
No prudential considerations 

can affect us in this direction. 

Granted that there is a right way 

and a wrong way of doing things, 

that we may go too fast or too 

slow, that we may be reckless 

and foolish in our actions and 

ridiculously extravagant in our 

expectations. Better all these 

things together than not join in 

the battle. Better, in short, that we 

fight imprudently than not fight 

at sll. 

Perhaps some one may say, "It 

is not that you serve Cod, and 

save souls, and confess your 

Master, and do good that we ob- 
ject to. It is the way you go about 

it that seems so imprudent." . 
Let me ask those who thus 

object whether they are sure that 

they are in such a state of mind 

and in such 'circumstances as 

enable them to judge? The Ante- 
diluvians must have thought 

Noah's conduct most shamefully 

imprudent How foolish it ap- 
peared to them for the old man 

to spend his fortune, sell his 

forms, and use the money that 

he ought to have left to his child- 
ren^ at his death, in btulding a 
' ship where there was no; water to float her I 1 should think they laughed 

at him, and that the ark went by the name of "Noah's Folly" all

Then, after all, is not prudence 
with many people only anothd 
word for cowardice? 

To be out and out for God — 
to be a Hallelujah Garibaldi, 
going forth with a handful of men 
to attack a nation — msans ride 
Men see danger in it. It does not 
appear prudent :,: procession in 
streets, or wear uniform, to go 
either to home or foreign Iand> 
without assurance of safety. They 
may get hurt, and therefore they 
are prudent, and do none of thete 
things, and those are imprudent 
who do them. 

The nation would ridicule men 
who were offering for a war, will- 
ing to take the pay, march to the 
music, and even go to the battle 
but who ■were at the same tint 
MO prudent as to require as a. eoE- 
dition of their going a guarantee 
that they should not be shot. 

"Still," some say, "you may go 
too fast." Yes, and we can go 
too slow. Let us apply the prin- 
ciple of this "practical wisdom' 
to our going, and then it strikes 
me that we shall go much faster. 
When the sun shines on the faim- 
er, and the favorable wind blows 
on the sailor, the one applies thij 
principle if he makes his hay, and 
the other if he hoists his sails.
